Settle in England 

Madame Lenin, widow of the great 
Bolshevik leader, has had enough of 
the land of Soviets and has applied for 
permission to settle In England, ac- 
cording to a dispatch to the London 
Times.

Soy beans, peanuts and bananas | 
may rank among the world's most 
important sources of food and the, 
consumption of fish will increase tre-| 
mendously in the next century, | 
thinks Dr. Samuel C. Prescott, head| 
of the department of biology at Mas: | 
sachusetis Institute of Technology. 

Speaking on “The World’s Food 
Supply—Its Sources and Preserva- 
tion,” Dr. Prescott revealed that na- 
tural scientists, looking 100 years into! 
the future, are already searching the 
earth for new sources of food and 
seeking of conserving the 
known sources to avert a shortage in 
the next century. 

It estimated, he said, that the 
United States with a population of ap- 
proximately 110,000,000 
duces only enough food 
population of about 140,000,000. The 
fact that the world’s population has 
doubled in 60 years, he pointed out 
is an indication of the importance 
of losing time in finding new 
sources of foods and using the pres- 
ent supply more effectively. | 

The first retrenchment in 
the world’s food supply will come in 
meat, Dr. Prescott declared, in 
casting that the present generation 
may live to see a great proportion of 
its meat coming from the tundras of 
the Arctic the countries of the 
tropics, where the goat and some types 
of cattle can be raised.

May Benefit Agriculture 


| Discovery Made By Member of Staff 


of the University of Alberta 
Is Announced 

A discovery which may be of far- 
reaching consequence to practical ag- 
riculture and especially to the cultiva- 
tion of oats, has been made by Leonard 
Huskins, member of the staff of the 
University of Alberta, according to an- 
nouncement in the London Daily Tele- 
graph, Working under 
Gates, of the department of botany at 
king's College, Cambridge, on the sub- 
ject of genetics and cytology of oats, 
Mr. Huskins is said to have establish- 
ed the fact that “fatuoid” or “false 
wild” oats are a special type of muta- 
tion brought about by a loss of here- 
ditary material known as chromo- 
somes, or by an interchange of certatn 
portions of them. 

It is considered that as a result or 
Mr, Huskins’ discovery the line of re- 
search for the total eradication of 
fatuoids should be fairly open.

IHinois Man's Method For Preparing 
Stock For Market 

“Buying right and selling to advant- 
age are only half the battle in profit- 
able lamb feeding,” F. B. Lioyd, of 
Sycamore, lil, says. He fattens 600 
lambs a year on his 240-acre farm. 

“For the first sixty days 1t costs lit- 
tle to put on ten pounds of gain per 
head. The lambs have the run of 
cornfield, meadow, pasture and stub- 
ble, picking up feed which otherwtse 
would go to waste.
